Packers Not "Goats" Geo. 
P. West Explains Giving 


Light on Action'

NEW TORK—Just why have the 


Chicago 
packers 
been picked out 


from among all our big profiteers 
for exposure and correction by the 
government? 
( 
The answer to this question 


throws much light on the processes 
of the Washington-- government and 
the forces that control its course. 


It explains'why everyone knows all 


about the excessive profits and the 
unfair methods of the packers, while 
we know next to nothing about the 
details and the exact methods of our 
exploitation at the hands' of the tex- 
tile men and the shoe manufacturers 
and the coal operators 'and the oil 
refiners. 


The Chicago packers are facing 


effective government action today 
not because they are any worse than 
other monopolists, or because the 
public suffers- more from their meth- 
ods than from the methods of other 
big groups.

$750,000 for the .Bureau of Ameri- 
can Republics at Washington.. 


His love of music moved him to 


equip hundreds of churches and in- 
stitutions with 
pipe-organs. He 


never gave directly any large ,sum 
to religious purposes. Of his organ 
gifts he said he would hold himself 
responsible for what

pealed forth on the Sabbath, but not 
for what might be said in the pul-

One of his very early' gifts, 


as far back as 1891, was the Car- 
negie Music hall in New York, at a 
cost of $2,000,000,' and a's president 
of the New York Philanthropic so- 
ciety, he spent his money liberally 
.in furthering its ideals. 


To the Allied, Engineers societies 


he gave $2,000,000. His small gifts 
to colleges amounted to some $20,- 
000,000. No man left at his death 
such an unique' and such a scattered 
series of monuments to perpetuate 
his memory. 


In the background of these 15 


years of philanthropy there is the 
familiary story of Scotch thrift,' a 
little lack, and steel, which made 
such generosity possible. 


Carnegie was fond of telling the 


story himself.

was this: His'first penny he earned

ing the homely advice—"Look after 
the pence, and the pounds will tafce^ 
care of themselves." 


Andrew was 12 when his father, 


a master weaver, was brought al-

The family numbered foor, includ- 
ing "Andy" and his younger broth- 
er William. The parents decided to
